They respectfully state 
that the sun is larger than the railroad 
tuid they prefer to run by the sun— that 
Louisville, Lexington, Cincinnati, and 
all of the country not immediately on 
the railroad run by the sun time, and 
they see no reason why this city should 
go by !St. Loon time: that we could 
then commence work eurlier in the 



cool of the morning and stop work 
sooner in the hot of the evening,- that 
In fact the reasons for the change are 
too numerous to mention.

Dear Slit: Can you or any of your 
readers inform the mechanics of Frank- 
fort why and by what authority do 
theC. R. Mason Co., lessees of the 
Kentucky Penitentiary, bring out 
convicts to execute painting and other 
mechanical work on the Governor's 
palace and Warden's residence, and 
other private residences in this citv? 
Are they not violating the plain letter 
of the law on the subject? Is this Dem- 
ocracy? Is this the kind of reform 
that they are constantly preaching to 
the mechanics and laboring men— to 
bring convict labor in direct conflict, 
right here at the Capital of the State, 
with the mechanics and laborers of 
Frankfort? It is the first time in thirty 
yean that this wrong lias been done, 
and If I understand the law right the 
convict labor belongs to Mason & Co , 

and they have no right or power to 
thus use them. It Is the law and duty 
of the State Librarian to advertise and 
receive bids for all work on the State's 
public buildings, and the keeper, State, 
or lessee has no right to even put in 
a bid against the honest laborer of the 
State. Has any State officer ordered 
otherwise? \\ e, the laborers and me- 
chanics, want to know if this is to be 
tho policy of the present State adminis- 
tration to bring or order convicts to 
execute mechanic's work ou the State 
buildings here at Frankfort. If so thev 
can take them to all the charitable In- 
stitutions of the Shite, at Lexington, 
Danville, Louisville, Anchoruge, and 
llopkinsville.
